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INTRODUCTION 


This  is  a  supplement  to  Staphylococcal  Infection,  a  Bibiography  Covering 
Literature  of  1952  through  May  1958.  It  incorporates  references  listed  in  the 
earlier  supplement  dated  September  1958. 

Selected  for  inclusion  are  references  to  literature  in  French,  German, 
Italian,  and  Spanish,  as  well  as  in  English.
